The American astronaut, the 
second man to fly through space, 
was speaking at a press con- 
ference at the end of a one-day 
mecting of doctors and engineers 
Qnalysing the technical results 
of his sub-orbital space flight on 
May 5. 


Shepard showed a film of his 
Journey from Cape Canaveral 
abourd a Redstone missile to the 
plunge into the ocean near the 
Grand Bahama Island. 


After discussing his ex- 
periences he declared: “We are 
looking forward to making 
more filghts, ballistic and 
orbital, in the very near 
future.”

The President described his 
talks with Mr Khrushchev oa 
“useful” and said he hoped 
progress conld be made In 
tho next few days in the 14- 
natlon Geneva conference on 
Laos. 


“No such hope emerged how- 
ever with reard to tlic other 
conferences on a nucicar test 
treaty,” he sald. 


The President added that Mr 
Khrushehey had made it clear 
there could not be a neutral 
administrator of the proposed 
control machinery because in 
his cpinion no one was truly 


neutral, 

Nevertheless, he added, the 
talks were too important for 
the United States to abandon 
the draft treaty it had proposed 
In the Geneva talks. 

Mr Khrushchey had presented 
his position on Berlin in detail, 
und the Sovict Prime Minister's 
presentation would be the sub- 
Jeet of further communication. 


Certain 


A. binding German peace 
treaty was a matter for all who 
were at war with Germany, and 
United States and its allies could 
not abandon its obligations to 
the people of West Berlin. 


“Generally, Mr Khrushchev 
did not talk in terms of war,” 
President Kennedy said. “He 
belleves the world will move 
his way without recourse 
war.” 3 


The President sald that as the 
chief executive of the United 
States it was his duty to make 
decisions that no adviser and no 
ally could make for him. 

Therefore, it was of immense 
importance that ‘he knew Mr 
Khrushchey and that he get as 
much insight and understanding 
of his attitude on present and 
future policies, 

At the same time he wanted 
to make certain Mr Khrushcliev 
knew his country and its 


polieles. 

He wanted to present 
American pollcles realistically 
and with an opportunity for dis 
cussion and clariftcation.
